Clap  Now? 


Students  Tired  of  Integration  Issue? 


Brigham  Young  University  is  a National 
Student  Assn.  (NSA)  school.  Our  represent- 
atives in  the  NSA  include  Ray  Geigle,  regional 
co-ordinator,  and  Diane  Hatch,  executive  vice 
president. 

What  are  our  representatives  in  the  NSA 
doing? 

Closely  affecting  schools  throughout  the 
United  States,  although  we  hope  it  never  ad- 
versely affects  western  schools,  is  the  segre- 
gation battle.  Arkansas  governor  Orval  Fau- 
bus,  who  credits  to  his  name  the  closing  of 
that  state’s  schools,  received  a telegram  not 
too  long  ago  from  the  NSA.  It  was  on  the 
subject  of  segregated  schools. 

A similar  telegram  was  sent  to  Governor 
Almond,  Virginia. 

The  telegram  read:  “.  . . the  threat  of 
laws  designed  to  abolish  t^e  public  school  sys- 


tem rather  than  integrate  has  become  a ter- 
rible reality  in  Little  Rock,  Front  Royal,  Nor- 
folk and  Charlottesville.  Some  of  these  acts 
are  mere  subterfuges  to  establish  ‘private’ 
school  systems  supported  by  public  lands. 

_ “Others  afford  the  even  more  frightening 
prospect  of  legislators  and  executives  denying 
their  governments’  moral  and  social  respons- 
ibility to  provide  free  public  education  for  all 
individuals  of  school  age. 

DIVERTING  PUBLIC  FUNDS 
“NSA  condemns  all  efforts  to  evade  the 
clear  meaning  of  the  law  and  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  through  the  abolition  of  public 
schools  and  the  diversion  of  public  funds  to 
supposedly  private  institutions.  We  decry  with 
equal  vigor  any  destruction  of  the  system  of 
universtl  free  public  schools  which  is  essential 
to  the  preservation  of  our  free  society,  our 
economic  progress  and  attainments  and  our 
national  defense.’’

The  telegram  further  asked  the  president 
to  “Frustrate  those  who,  by  violating  the 
laws,  would  deny  the  rights  and  opportunities 
of  their  brothers.” 

OBVIOUS  TO  POGO 

Will  this  change  a man  like  Faubus?  He 
has  been  petitioned  in  the  name  of  reason, 
justice  and  equality  before.  Even  Pogo  has 
done  it,  more  or  less. 

Those  who  have  seen  at  first  hand  the 
zeal  and  fanaticism  of  segregationists  — to 
stand  by  their  “principles”  wonder  if  they 
haven't  gotten  things  a little  mixed  up.  How 
can  one  be  dedicated  to  the  principle  of  treat- 
ing contempuously  the  rights  of  a minority 
race? 

Some  say,  well,  all  we  want  is  to  live  our 
lives  independently  from  them.  We  won’t 
bother  them  and  they  shouldn’t  bother  us. 

This  is,  however,  moral  contempt  ...  to 
pre-empt  so-called  public  accommodations 
(buses,  schools,  etc.)  and  ask  the  minority 
group  to  fend  for  themselves. 

Many  high  school  an<l  college  students 
throughout  the  country  know  this.  We  would 
also  venture  that  the  students  in  Little  Rock 
High  School  know  it  and  would  integrate 
peaceably  if  the  governor  didn’t  encourage 
anti-integtalion  behavior. 

It  is  hard  to  reason  with  a man  who  is  so 
dedicated  to  a principle  of  human  inequality, 
but  certainly  the  NSA  has  done  their  part. 
Maybe  if  every  college  organization  with  the 
price  of  a telegram  sent  one  to  Faubus  we 
could  send  the  kids  in  Arkansas  back  to  school. 

Then,  too,  on  a more  personal  basis  we 
could  ask  ourselves  if  we  are  unwittingly  con- 
tributing to  racial  prejudice  ...  A recent  col- 
lege poll  shows  an  increasing  amount  of  leth- 
argy on  the  subject  of  int^rated  schools  — 
maybe  because  the  issue  has  dragged  on  for 
so  long.

Bomb  Dud 
Whodunit? 

I LOS  ANGELES  --  (UPI)  — 
J A home-made  bomb,  possibly  in- 
I tended  to  go  off  at  a football 
:game  in  the  100,000-seat  Coli- 
seum, was  found  beneath  the 
cheer  leaders’  platform  today. 

Police  said  a device  intended 
to  discharge  the  bomb  had  been 
j tripped  and  the  device  was  in- 
operative. It  was  set  to  explode 
at  2 p.m.,  kickoff  time  for  col- 
lege games  in  the  Memorial  Col- 
iseum. 

Det.  Lt.  Bill  Porter  of  the  Uni- 
versity Division  said  it  was  pos- 
sible the  bomb  had  been  placed 
beneath  the  cheer  leaders’  plat- 
form before  the  Nov.  29  South- 
ern Califomia-Notre  Dame  game, 
which  was  attended  by  moro 
than  60,000  persons,  or  two  pre- 
vious games. 

There  was  no  immediate  ex- 
planation of  how  the  bomb  could 
remain  undiscovered  until  today 
when  a janitor  found  it. 

The  bomb  consisted  of  an 
18-by-22  inch  box,  which  con- 
tained about  two  pounds  of  a 
home-made  explosive.  An 
alarm  clock  with  wires  attach- 
ed to  it  and  a six-volt  battery 
also  were  placed  in  one  end  of 
the  box.
